Judge Warns 
Residents Of 
Fire Penalty 


A driving-ban was placer^ up¬ 
on Mrs. Edith Drake, 74, of 152 
East Grandview, in Tuesday's 
Court when Judge Eaton in¬ 
structed police, that if she were 
seen driving, she should be 
stopped and examined for pos- 
.se.ssion of a driver's liccn.se. 

Mrs. Drake w-as cited on 
charges of unlawfully parking 
and of refusing to show her 
licen.se to the arresting officer. 
The liccn-se she brought into 
court, had expired. She was 
fined $5. 


“If the citizens of .Sierra Mad¬ 
re do not know where the dan¬ 
gerous burning areas are in this 
city during fire hazardous sea¬ 
sons, il is high time they find 
out,”’ warned Judge Noren Eat¬ 
on Tuesday after a court ses¬ 
sion during which he levied a 
$25 fine on L. K. McRae for 
burning an open fire on the 
west side of Michillinda north 
of F'airview. 

Court penalties reflect public 
oiiinion of what constitutes a 
.‘-erious offense Judge Eaton 
pointed out, and burning in a 
dangerous area is a hazard that 
ciinnot be permitted. 

“A serious fire in the area 
would result not onl.v in loss 
of property, but would bring an 
increase in the fire- insurance 
rates for all residents,” he 
stated.

"DOG DAYS" ARE 
NOT DOG DAYS. 
INSTITUTE SAYS 

The American Foundation for 
Animal Health today struck a 
blow at a stubborn myth—the 
old idea that hot days of late 
.summer are necessarily “dog 
days.” 

It "dog days” refers la the 
sca.son of the greatest trouble 
with mad dogs, then the term 
might better bo applied to 
November tiian to August, a 
Foundation statement said. 

Actually, it was explained, 
rabies—the mad dog disease—is 
more prevalent in late fail than 
during the hot summer. And 
hot weather apparently has lit¬ 
tle to do with the prevalence 
of the disease. 

Noverlheloss, the American 
Foundation advised dog gnd 
livestock owners to maintain 
v.'atchful precautions against 
rabies throughout the year. Al¬ 
though vaccination can be used 
effectively to prevent rabies, the 
deadly virus of this disease still 
causes approximately 10,000 re¬ 
ported cases in the United 
States every year.

All other classes showed sub¬ 
stantial increases, tlie heaviest 
being in power aiid comintini 
cation supplies and equipment, 
up 136.53';; marine supplies and 
equipment, up 128.64'/; ; print¬ 
ing supplies and equipment, up 
125.90';.
